S.H..O. 2. — The tollowmg bye-laws lor regulating the control of rickshaws 
plying for hire ami the grant of licenses to proprietors or drivers of such rick- 
shaws in the Agra Cantonment, made by the Cantonment Board, Agra, in 
exercise of the powers conferred by clauses (2,1). (2(0 uirt (27) ot section 282, 
and section 288 of the Cunt rnnieni s Act, 1924 (11 nj 192-1), are published for 
general information, the same having been previously published, approved and 
confirmed by the Central Government is required by subsection (1) of Section 
284 of the said Act, namely : — 

Bye-lawe. 

1. In those bye-lawa, unless the context otherw iso requires — 

(a) "rickshaw” means a tricycle of a special type for carrying passengers 

propelled by human labour. 

(b) "driver" means the peison who propels a rickshaw 

2. The Executive Officer shall be the Licensing Officer and any officer 
authorised by the Cantonment Board, shall act us Licensing In&peotar for the 
purpose of these bye-laws. 

8. No person shall keep any nckbhaw for his own use or permit a*y rick- 
shaw of which he is the owner to ply for lure, within the limits ot the Canton- 
ment except under a license granted in this beliuli by the Cantonment Board. 

4. A license under bye-law 8 shall, on an application of the piopriotor of a 
rickshaw and on payment of a fee of rupees twelve pen annum, be issued by 
the licensing Officer, in the form specified in the Appendix to these rules. 

5. No licence under bye-law 4 shall be grunted unless the rickshaw has been 
approved by the Executive Officer and complies with fhe following conditions, 
namely : — 

(a) that it is not more than 5 feet wide over all, 

(b) that it is in good order and repait hi all its parts, 

(cj that it is provided with three lights (one m front and two lights one 
on each side of the rickshaw on the mud guards) (ii) a red reflector 
at the rear; (iii) cycle klaxon horn ; (iv) pneumatic tyres; (v) one 
effective brake and (vi) a leather oi canvas hood and cushions; 
(vii) mechanism in good state of repair and (viii) a complete repair 
out-fit). 
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6 Licenses jhsued undoi byelaws 4 bliall bo numbeied seuaily and the 
number o± the License skull bo punted on a conspicuous part ol tiro rickshaw 
to which the license relates 

7. Ike number ot poisons to lie earned in a licensed nckshuw shall not

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12, The maximum faro to bo charged lor the hire of rickshaws and for per- 
sons engaged to propel them, shall be m accordance with the Bchedulo annexed 
io the&o bye-laws. 


18. Penalty— Any person committing a breach of any of these bye-laws 
shall, on conviction by a Magistrate, be punishable with line which may extend 
to fifty rupoos and, in the cube of a continuing breach with an additional line 
which may extend to five rupees foi every day during which such broach 
continues after conviction for the hist such breach.
